Police Chief Holler Curses Roberts, 


Says he Wishes he Had Never 


Seen the Mayor.

Leavenworth, Kas., 
April 
10.— 
Nineteen Terre Haute conspirators, 
including Mayor Donti M. Roberts, 
Circuit, Judge Ki Redman and Chief 
o f Police Ed Holler arrived at ihe 
federal 
penitentiary 
just 
before 
noon today 
in the 
special 
car 
in 
which they came from Indianapolis. 


The prisoners saw the end of the 
journey gladly even though it meant 
years 
of 
imprisonment for 
them, 
for they had 
experienced 
a 
most 
tiresome trip in a day coach. 
D ur­ 
ing the night Mayor Roberts and the 
others caught only brief snatches of 
sleep curled up on a seat. 


Roberts was 
treated 
coldly 
by 
many of 
his 
companions. 
Holler 
cursed him, saying he wished lie had 
never seen the mayor. 
Holier him­ 
self was shunned, for he was 
the 
only confessed conspirator 
abroad 
the 
prison 
car. 
Hilton 
Redman 
hi anted Roberts for 
his 
p rediet a - 
meat. 
Roberts tried to put life into the 
crowd, 
lie called on H arry Mont­ 
gomery to make a stump speech. 
“Frn through with politics," said 
the former president of the hoard of 
works. 
As the train left Jefferson City 
some one asked what lights he saw 
and it was explained they were the 
lights of the state 
prison. 
There 
was silence for a time. 
George Ehrenhardt gave 
out 
a 
formal statement in which lie spoke 
highly of Judge Anderson, District 
Attorney Dailey and Marshal Storen. 
The former member of the board of 
works said he would try to gain lib­ 
erty at the earliest possible moment 
by being a model prisoner. 
He said 
that under no circumstances would 
he accept bond for release. 
The ear 
containing 
the 
Terre 
Jlaufe party was cut off o f the Col- 
rado flier at the prison yards and a 
special engine pushed it through the 
big iron gate into the “ trap ” on the 
federal property. 
Another gate o p ­ 
ened and the ear was brought within 
a few feet of tlie prison door. 
The prisoners were 
received 
by 
Captain Purcell acting deputy war- 
den% 
Their names and 
addresses 
were taken, they submitted to a phy­ 
sical 
examination and 
then 
they 
were 
photographed and their Bertil- 
lion measurements and finger prints, 
recorded. 
Warden Morgan said it had not 
been 
determined what 
t a s k s would 
he assigned the men Places probably 
will be found for them as clerks or 
orderlies. 
They were taken to the 
prison dining room and had 
their 
first taste of prison fare.

About Farm Appraisements. 


HENRY W. SCHRADER REPLIES 


Rural Land Assessments, it is Ex­ 


pected, Will Average About $50 


An Acre, Here. Which is Average. 


In an effort to lessen the burdens 
of the city taxpayer, William 
G. 
Smith, 
assessor 
of 
Bartholomew 
county, h a s written to a number of 
other assessors inquiring about their 
rural land assessments, 
llenry W. 
Schrader, Rush county assessor, re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. Smith and 
replied that it was hoped to make 
the 
average 
land 
assessment 
in 
Rush county fifty dollars an aere. 


Mr. Smith is of the opinion that 
t!iere is too much difference between 
the assessment 
of 
farm 
property 
and city property and he is endeav­ 
oring to raise the 
assessment 
of 
farm land in Bartholomew eounty 


so that fanners will have to pay 
their share of the taxes. 


Mr. Smith, according to the Co­ 
lumbus. Republican is of the opinion 
that much city real estate is ap ­ 
praised at its actual value, whereas 
farm land is not 
being assessed at 
much more than forty per cent of 
it- value, if as much. 


Mr. Smith was especially desirous 
of learning what the rule was about 
the assessment of farm lands locat­ 
ed near the county seat. 
Mr. Soh- 
rader replied that the farm s near 
Rushville were being 
assessed 
at 
from ninety to one hundred dollars 
an acre. 
This is up to the standard 
being followed in other counties, ac­ 
cording to replies the Bartholomew 
county assessor received. 


C. B. Jones, assessor of 
Howard 
county, replies that land within two 
miles of Kokomo is being assessed 
at from -s<5 to $125 jx»r 
acre, 
ac­ 
cording to locution. 
If the 
same 
rate of assessment was applied in 
Bartholomew county there would al­ 
most be a revolution and the court 
house likely would he in danger, the 
Columbus Republican avers. Assess­ 
or Jones says Howard county land 
as u whole average about $49 an 
acre in 1911 and that the average 
will he about $59 this year, taking 
the county over, 


A. D. Johnson assessor of Johnson 
county, h a s written Mr. Smith that 
land near Franklin is being assessed 
on a basis of from $75 to $90 per 
acre and some vacant ground within 
the corporate limits of Franklin is 
being assessed at 
$100 
per 
acre. 
Along the interurhan line 
land in 
Johnson county is being 
listed 
at 
from $60 to $75 per acre. Other good 
land in more remote parts of John­ 
son county is being assessed 
this 
year at from $40 to $60 per acre, the 
assessor said.

Georgia's governor grants clemency. 
The court denied Frank's application 
for a habeas corpus writ upon which 
Frank sought a new trial. 
Justice Holmes read a dissenting 
opinion, stating Justice Hughes and 
he wTere of the opinion that the judg­ 
ment s h o u ld he reserved.

Syracuse, X. Y., April 19. Colonel

Barnes and his counsel arrived a 
lew minutes later.

James (Yegor, farmer, a Republi­ 
can was the first talesman examined 
by attorneys for Barnes. 


The 
questions 
indicated 
that 
Barnes relies upon Justice Andrews 
to hold that the Roosevelt statement 
was in itself libelous. 
He also was 
asked 
if 
political 
consideration 
would influence him or if he would 
try the case a* an ordinary case. 


Dining the trial of

Barnes- 
Rooseveli,

Theodore Roose­ 
velt 
promises

reveal some political skeletons. Wil­

Farmers Are Taking Extra Precau 


tions in Planting 
Their Corn 


Crops This Spring. 


CONDITIONS 
SO 
UNUSUAL 


Few Fear That Rains 
Which 
Are 


Due Now May Come in May 


and Rot Seed in the Ground. 


Because of the 
heavy 
demands 
which are being and will be made 
on the food producers of America 
until the end of and some time after 
the European war, many Rush eoun­ 
ty farm ers are taking precautions 
in preparing this year’s corn crop. 
Some little corn h a s been' planted, 
but farm ers hesitate at planting this 
early in the season because of the 
fear that their efforts and the seed 
corn may he wasted by unfavorable 
weather c o n d i t i o n s yet th is month. 


But the weather has been so un­ 
usually 
good 
this 
month 
that 
spring work has progressed farther 
at this time and more corn has been 
planted than at the same period in 
many recent years. 
Because of the 
prices 
which 
their 
produce 
are 
bringing because of the struggle in 
Europe, farm ers 
are 
using 
more 
than their usual 
eare 
because 
it 
means much more money to get the 
best yields possible. 


It was predicted by one farm er 
today that if the weather continues 
as warm all week as it was today, 
there will not he many farm ers who 
will hestitate about planting 
corn 
and that practically every farm in 
Rush county will he in the throes of 
this annual task before the week is 
out. 


As early as a week ago la>t S a t­ 
urday one farm er reported the plan­ 
ting of corn. 
There 
are 
several 
others who are known to have begun 
planting last week. 
Some farmers, 
however, are still afraid to take the 
risk, hut the kind of weather that 
prevailed today is calculated to re­ 
move all fears of any damage 
be­ 
falling the seed corn. 
It is doubtful if there are a dozen 
farm s in Rush county, it was stated 
today, where the spring plowing is 
not completed. 
Those farm ers who 
hesitated about planting their corn 
have been coasting along doing other 
spring work and waiting for the ac­ 
cepted time for 
planting. 
Ground 
that was broken early has been fro­ 
zen several times, but it will not re­ 
quire much work to put it in condi­ 
tion. 


Custodian Joe Dickman may use

Newton Casey, who has a long sen­ 
tence, has asked that he be allowed 
to work and Frank Pittsford has 
signified his intentions of working 
if given a chance. 
Sheriff Cavitt has used one or two 
of the men around the jail in the 
past few days 
and 
sees 
nothing 
wrong with working the men, pro­ 
viding they want to. 
The crimes for 
which the men are serving time are 
not of such a serious nature that the 
men would try to escape. 
The m at­ 
ter may he taken 
up 
with 
Judge 
Sparks to see if he favors the plan.

Í lie advance of scientific care for 
insane, says Dr. Mabon, is typified 
m a nutshell, ill the fact that the 
name “asylum” is now tabooed.

Troubles Before The New Fed­ 


eral Trade Commission

Desire Advice and Hope to Get Re­ 


sults Without Violating the 


Anti-Trust Law

sentatives of the Indiana coal op er­ 
ators will g o 
to 
Washing ton 
this 
week to ap p ear before the new fed­ 
eral trade commission seeking auth­ 
ority to org anize in such a way as to 
curtail the outp ut in Indiana and 
thus do away with “cut throat com­ 
p etition which they say 
ex ists 
in 
Indiana. The Indiana op erators were 
first to take their troubles to the new 
commission. 
Their- move may re 
suit in a g eneral increase in the p rice 
of Indiana coal. 
€ . N. Elliott, secretary - treasurer 
of the Indiana Fuel 
Sup p ly 
Co., 
which has as one of its dep artments 
the Indian Creek Coal and Mining 
Co., ex p lained to the United Press 
today the situation in Indiana from 
the op erators' viewp oint. The Indian 
Creek comp any is the big g est op era­ 
tion in Indiana. 
Its mines are lo­ 
cated in Knox county . 
“The outp ut of coal in Indiana is 
so far bey ond the demand that the 
op erators face what amounts to cut­ 
throat 
comp etition” he said. “The 
p lan is to obtain p ermission to or­ 
g anize to control the outp ut but not 
in any way 
to restrain trade. 
We 
wish the trade commission to g o tho­ 
roug hly into the Indiana situation, 
arrive at a valuation of the various 
op erations and then fix a just p rice 
for coal that will allow the invest­ 
ors a fair rate on their investment. 
We do not seek to increase the p rice 
of coal bey ond normal.’’ 
Mr. Elliott ex p lained that whereas 
Indiana op erators are now g lad to 
g et $1 a ton for coal F. O. B. the 
mines, there was a time when the 
wholesale p rice reached $1.50 every 
season. 
“There was a time when 
we could g et $2.50 F. O. 
B. 
the 
mines,” said Mr. Elliott. 
As it ij at p resent, it is imp ossible 
to control the outp ut, said 
Elliott. 
Each op erator has so much 
coal 
land 
and it is his consuming ambi­ 
tion to g et the coal out of that land 
as quickly as p ossibly and turn it 
into money . 
The result is that the 
coal is a drug on the market. 
The 
Chicag o market p ractically controls 
the p rice for Indiaua, he said. 
Elliott said that what the op er­ 
ators are asking is 
nothing 
more 
than cement asked of the g overn­ 
ment. 
At one time, he said, cement 
reached as low as 6 5 cents a barrel 
F. O. B. the mills. 
At the request 
of the manufacturers 
the 
g overn­ 
ment conducted a thoroug h inves­ 
tig ation Mr. Elliott ex p lained, with 
the result that the minimum p rice 
was fix ed at $1. He said the g overn­ 
ment took into 
consideration 
the 
total investment, which was enor­ 
mous, and fix ed a rate that would 
allow a fair p rofit. 
A 
disp atch 
from 
Washing ton 
quotes a member of the trade com­ 
mission on the rep ort that the op er­ 
ators desire advice from the com­ 
mission as to the method of obtain­ 
ing the desired result without violat­ 
ing the p rovisions of the Sherman 
anti-trust act. 
It say s in p art: 
“ ‘Our op inion,’ 
said 
one 
member 
of the commission, “would he of no 
more value to the Illinois and Indi­ 
ana coal op erators than the op inion 
of their own counsel in so far as it 
will insure then p rotection ag ainst 
p rosecution for a violation of the 
anti-trust laws.”

Control” 


Should be of Interest to Farm­ 


ers Here. 


THIS COUNTY AHEAD OF REST 


State 
Statisticans Report Showed 


it First in Number of Hogs 


Lost by Disease. 


In view of the 
fact 
that 
Kush 


county led the other countries of In­ 
diana in the number of hog s lost by 
disease during the y ears 19 12 and 
19 13, according to the biennial re­ 
p ort of the 
state 
st&tistican» 
the 
newsp ap er bulletin just issued C. H. 
('link, assistant in serum p roduction 
at the Purdue university ag ricultur­ 
al ex p eriment station, is 
esp ecially 
timely . 


The bulletin is entitled *i!og Chol­ 
era Control,.” 
He p oints out that it 
is best to treat all h o g s in an infec­ 
ted herds to g uard ag ainst the dis­ 
ease and not merely those which re­ 
veal sy mp toms of the disease, 
lie 
say s: 


There has been a larg e number of 
scattered outbreaks of 
hog -eholera 
in Indiana during the p ast 
winter. 
The l o s s from this disease in 
1 9 1 4 
was about the averag e for the p ast 
fourteen y ear*, or 
about 
30 0 , 0 0 0 
hog s. 
More can be done in the con­ 
trol of hog -eholera in y our commu­ 
nity at this time than later in the 
season. 


On farms that are free of infec­ 
tion, it is well to remove all manure, 
and clean the hog y ards by scrap ing 
tog ether the corn cobs and hauling 
them to the fields to be p lowed under 
all wallow holes should he filled: the 
hog houses and 
eots 
should 
he 
sp ray ed with a disinfectant. 
These 
p recautions should be taken before 
the arrival of warm weather. 


If there has been hog -eholera in­ 
fection on the farm during the Iasi 
several months, it is necessary to 
p ractice more rig id p recautions in 
ridding the p remises of the disease. 
All litter such as manure, cobs and 
straw p iles should 
be 
burned 
or 
hauled to a field where there is no 
dang er of sp reading the infection. 
It is not advisable to scatter it over 
tlie field, as there is dang er of birds 
distributing the cholera infection to 
neig hboring farms. 
If p iled up for 
a few 
mouths 
and 
mix ed 
with 
chloride of lime, it is then safe to 
scatter the manure over the field. All 
wallow holes should be filled in. The 
fences about the y ards, lot and hog 
houses should be sp ray ed 
with 
a 
three p ercent water solution of a 
eresol disinfectant. 
A small quan­ 
tity of lime may be added to the dis­ 
infecting solution so that the sp ray ­ 
ed surface ap p ears white and the 
dang er of failing to sp ray the en­ 
tire surface is avoided. 
Quick lime 
should be scattered about the y ards, 
if the above p recautions are p rac­ 
ticed following an 
outbreak, 
the 
y ards may be safely restocked in 
two or three months with hog s. 


It is well to treat all hog s in an in­ 
fected herd, that are not showing 
serious sy mp toms of 
hog -eholera, 
with 
anti-hog -cholera 
serum. 
The 
healthy hog s in the herd should be 
vaccinated 
by 
the 
simultaneous 
method. 
The carcasses of hog s dy ­ 
ing of hog -eholera should he burned. 
All hog s on farms that adjoin p rem­ 
ises where there is an outbreak of 
hog -eholera or that have been di­ 
rectly ex p osed to the disease should 
be vaccinated by the simultaneous 
method. 
We consider this a neces­ 
sary control measure because of the 
attitude of the averag e farmer to­ 
ward the quarantine 
measures 
re- 
eommended by health officers. 
The 
Veterinary Dep artment can sup p ly 
anti-hog -cholera serum throug h the 
local 
veterinarians. 
Ap p lication 
blanks will be furnished 
up on 
re­ 
quest. The cost of rep roduction and 
administration is charg ed 
for 
the 
serum and the farmer is ex p ected to 
furnish the Dep artment a rep ort of 
the results 
of the 
vaccination 
or 
treatment.

HER FATHER GETS THE BLAM E 


Declared 
She Was Satisfied 
Hus­ 


band Had Been Legally Divorc­ 


ed Before She Married Him 


(By Un ited Frees.) 
J oliet, 111., April 19— Alice Hpring - 
er-Noursc, child wife of William K. 
Nourse, serv ing an 
indeterminate 
sentence of from one 
to 
fourteen 
y ears for big amy , appeared before 
the State Board of Pardons at the 
penitentiary recently in one of the 
most earnest and 
pathetic 
pleas 
which has been heard. 
Mrs. Nourse 
was accompanied by her husband’s 
mother and while 
Attorney 
Zack 
Ilofheimer appeared as counsel, the 
child wife made the principal plea. 
Sho was y oung , soulful, ev ident­ 
ly accomplished und with a v oice as 
low’ as the summer wind. The y oung 
wife, with her hand resting on the 
shoulder of Attorney Hofheuner for 
support, told of her 
marriag e 
to 
William K. Nourse and of his two 
other matrimonial alliances, declar­ 
ing that she was satisfied that he 
had been leg ally div orced before she 
married him. 
She wept as she said 
that it was her father 
who 
had 
shattered her romance, torn her hus­ 
band from her side and had direct­ 
ed the fig ht which had landed him in 
a ceil in the penitentiary . 
“ The Bible commands a wife to 
cleav e to her husband,’’ she declar­ 
ed. 
“ This I hav e done and I in­ 
tend to do until deuth do us part. 
I 
hav e sacrificed the friendship of my 
closest relativ es in obey ing that in­ 
junction, 
but 
that 
sacrifice 
was 
made because of the lov e of my hus­ 
band, and who is here today behmd 
the walls, unjustly 
conv icted 
on 
technicalities of law. 
“ It was my father, an attorney in 
Detroit, Mich., who filed the com­ 
plaint ag ainst my husband, and was 
successful in sending him to prison. 
Often in my lonesomeness I sit and 
wonder that daddy , dear old daddy , 
of my baby hood, the Prince Charm-

ing of my g irlhood, so kind, so lov ­ 
ing , who alway s soug ht to g iv e mo 
ev ery thing in this world that 
my 
heart could desire, could efface all 
of the lov e 
that 
his 
fatherhood 
meant by placing prison bars be­ 
tween his g irl and he whom she held 
den rest in life.” 
In a v oice broken with sobs, Mrs. 
Nourse euded her plea with an a l­ 
most whispered paraphrase of the 
six teenth v erso of the first chapter 
of Ruth. 
“ I sat by his side during 
his trial. 
I watched the scales 
of 
justice with the hope that he would 
bo spared to me,” she said “ and ev er 
my pray er was: ‘Entreat me not to 
leav e him, for whither he g oes I will 
g o and where he lodg es I will lodg e, 
his people shall be my people and his 
God my God. 
Whero ho dies, will I 
die and there will I be buried; the 
Lord do so to me and ev en more al­ 
so, to me and ev en more also, if 
oug ht but death part he and me.’ ” 
The mother of Nourse accompani­ 
ed his wife and she added her plea 
to that of her daug hter-in-law' that 
clemency mig ht be shown and that 
justice be done to her son and that 
he be released from prison in the 
shortest possible time. 
Mrs. Nourse 
the elder showed plainly the terrible 
strain under which she was laboring 
and leaned heav ily on her daug hter- 
in-law while muking her plea to the 
board. 
Her auditors were v isibily affect­ 
ed by both the entreaty 
from 
the 
mother’s heart and the passionate 
pleas of the wife, separated almost 
before her honey moon had 
beg un, 
and while encourag emeut was ap­ 
parent on the part 
of the 
pardon 
board both were informed that it 
would be necessary to weig h all of 
the ev idence in the case and that a 
decision could be reached only after 
this had been done. 
That an early 
decision would be reached was the 
promise of the pardon board, and 
the two women left for home buoy ed 
up with the hope that the son and 
husband would be restored to them 
soon and that he would be reliev ed 
of the necessity of ev en serv ing the 
minimum under his sentence. 
Nourse was sentenced to the Ill­ 
inois State Penitentiary in Nov em­ 
ber, 1914 , on an indeterminate sen­ 
tence of from one to fourteen y ears. 
Roth his wife and mother were with 
him in the court room during the 
trial and did all in their power to aid 
him. 
Both fainted when the v erdict 
of g uilty was returned.

As Cure For Fire Bug Germ, Report 


Calls Attention to Need of Leg­ 


islation in This Line. 


Figures showing a 
fire 
loss 
of 
$7,926,936 in 1914 in Indiana, to­ 
gether with records of the work of 
fire prevention in 
inspection, 
the 
prosecution of fire bugs, and along 
educational lines, are contained in 
the annual report of \V. E. Longley, 
State Fire Marshal, for 1914, which 
has just been issued. 
The report is bound in neat pam­ 
phlet form containing sixty pages 
and is embellished by cuts showing 
arson “plants” and fire traps. 
The 
text was prepared by John W. Mi­ 
nor, Jr., Roger 
\Y. 
W allace 
and 
Ralph E. Riohman, heads of the di­ 
visions of the Fire M arshal’s de­ 
partment. 
The report is addressed 
to Governor Ralston, and is the first 
covering a full twelve months since 
the organization of the department 
in the spring of 1913. 
The depart­ 
ment operated at 
an 
expense 
of 
$31,664.03 in 1914. 
It is apparent 
that the fire loss in the state in 1914, 
which was almost eight million dol­ 
lars, was far in excess of the loss 
the previous year. 
E xact 
figures, 
however, can not he shown in the 
Fire M arshal’s files for 1913, as the 
department operated 
during 
eight 
months only of that year. 
An interesting array

showing the fire record hv months is 
made a part of this report.

Medaeival 
tortures of lunatics arc prescribed, 
strictly. Xo in any decade since the 
world began have such 
great 
ad- 


vances been made in the care 
of 


Jiose afflicted with insanity. 


These are a few of the observa- 


tions which have been pounded home 
to the public knowledge, and con- 
science, by Dr. William Mabon, med- 
ical .superintendent of the Manhat- 
tan state hospital, one of the larg- 
est asylums, iu the United States if 
not in the world. 


The advance of scientific care for 


insane, says Dr. Mabon. is typified 
in a nutshell, in the fact that the 
name "asylum" is now tabooed. Its 
"hospital" instead. 
The unfortun- 


atees iu such places are not longer 
"inmates," but "patients". Few are 
beyond hope of medical 
treatment. 


The percentage of incurables is con- 
stantly growing smaller, according 
to Dr. Mabon. 


"There was a time when the pub- 


lic looked upon the institutions for 
the insane very much as we now look 
upon the prisons." said Dr. Mabon. 
"The fact that when we spoke of 
a lunatic asylum and 
at 
present 


(speak of a hospital for the treatment 


j of mental discuses is not merely a 


I change in name, but indicates a pro- 
found revolution in the internal de- 
velopment of such institutions. 


"From mere detention places, in 


which the essential point of 
view 


was ihe safeguarding of the public 
against dangerous lunatics the insti- 
tutions developed first to custodial 
institutions in which the welfare of 
the patient was pushed into the fore- 
ground: but the treatment was yet 
essentially general, without adequate 
reference to the needs of the speci- 
fic case. 


"The next step of 
development 


was iu the direction of the real hos- 
pital, in which each case is studied 
on its own merits, and the hospitals 
are also assuming their 
share 
in 


guiding the mental health of the pub- 
lic."

Hofheiiner appeared as c-ounsel, the 
child wife made the principal plea. 


She was young, soulful, evident-

Tho young 
wife, with her hand resting on the 
shoulder of Attorney Hofheimer for 
support, told of her marriage 
to 


William K. Nourse and of his two 
other matrimonial alliances, declar- 
ing that she was satisfied that he 
iad been legally divorced before she 
married him. She wept as she said 
:hat it was her father 
who had 


shattered her romance, torn her hus- 
oand from her side and had direct- 
ed the fight which had landed him in 
a cell in the penitentiary.

begun, 


and while enoouragemeut was ap-

the annual report of \V. E. Longley, 
State Fire Marshal, for 1914, which 
has just been issued. 


The report is bound in neat pam- 


phlet form containing sixty pages 
and is embellished by cuts showing 
arson "plants" and fire traps. The 
text was prepared by John W. Mi- 
nor, Jr., Roger 
W. Wallace 
and 


Ralph E. Richman, heads of the di- 
visions of the Fire Marshal's de- 
partment. 
The report is addressed 


to Governor Ralston, and is the first 
covering a full twelve months since 
the organization of the department 
in the spring of 1913. 
The depart- 


ment operated at 
an expense of 


.fJl.CG4.Oy in 1914. It is apparent 
that the fire loss in the state in 1914, 
which was almost eight million dol- 
lars, wa? far in excess of the loss 
the previous year. Exact figures, 
however, can not be shown in the 
Fire Marshal's files for 1913, as the 
department operated 
during

months only of that year.

the report calls attention to the need 
of legislation tending toward 
the 


regulation of insurance underwrit- 
ing as, it is stated, ninety per cent 
of the crooked fires in Indiana are 
what 
might 
be termed "greed 


crimes" and are directly traceable 
to over insurance. 


The power of the State Fire Mar- 


shal to order the destruction of di- 
lapidated bindings 
or 
walls, -such 


as might be regarded as fire hazards, 
was upheld in circuit courts of the 
state, the report states, in contests 
filed by property owners. 
A decis- 


ion of Judge Walter A. Funk,'of the 
St. Joseph Circuit Court, is quoted 
in .support of this power. 
An opin- 


ion of Attorney Genera! Monan on 
the power and duties of the 
Fire 


Marshal is made a par.t of report. 


The story of 5,088 ''house clean- 


ings" is contained in the report. The 
inspection department made 17,906 
inspections during 
the year. The 


most common violation! of the code 
noted 
was 
the 
accumulation 
of 


waste and such 
debris 
as 
might 


cause, fire by spontaneous combus- 
tion or the quick spread of flames 
started by another cause. The report 
shows that Indiana has its full share 
of poor housekeepers. 


Much of the activity of the in- 


spectors of the department has re- 
sulted from the greatly increased 
consumption of gasoline due to the 
more general use of the automobile.. 
Moving picture theaters also 
have 


required additional effort in regula- 
tion. A field for work for the paid 
city and town fireman who spends, 
many idle hours about the engine 
house is suggested in the report. It 
is recommended that the fireman is 
well equipped as an inspector of fire 
risks and should-he so 
emploved!
